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General Comment

The religious views of some should not play into the healthcare laws of an entire country. Churches
are designed to educate those who choose to be educated therein. If they believe that contraception
is wrong then the church is responsible to teach that to their own congregations. From the
standpoint of a secular government, the laws set on health practices should only be influenced by
knowledge gained by the medical and scientific community who are knowledgeable on the matter.
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
